, Successful Hat Shop Career

"Love that hat" might well, be the 
trademark of Ccle Hynson Conway, 
a local girl who has made good in 
the field of hat design. 

Daughter of Mrs. Frank W. Hyn- 
son and the late Mr. Hynson, Cele 
is the owner of a thriving hat busi- 
ness in Narberth. Only 30 years old, 
she first became interested in 
dress and hat designing while a 
pupil of the Ardmore Ave. Grade 
School. 

In the three years since she 
started out on her own, she has 
built up her clientele to more than 
500 customers, and has increased 
her yearly income by more than 
1000 percent. 

"I had only a few dollars," Cele 
recalled this week, "and my friends 
said I was foolish to try to go into 
business without money or backing. 
But I spent what I had on material 
to make a couple of hats. Then I 
sold the hats and used half the 
money to -buy - «. few -more ..hats. 
That's how I started out, and I've 
never regretted it." 

The bulk of her business comes 



from Main Line women, but others, 
from as far away as Boston, New 
York and Washington, make spe- 
cial trips to her shop- at 109 Forrest 
Ave., Narberth. 

Leave It to Cele 

Some of them don't even bother 
making a personal appearance. 
They simply write a short descrip- 
tion of their outfit, sometimes in- 
cluding a sample of the cloth, and 
leave the rest to Cele. 

Starting out as a dress designer, 
after a brief career in the candy 
business, Cele "happened into" the 
hat business about seven years ago.

Police investigation of spectator- 
clogged highways followed a $150,- 
000 fire in Villanova this week. 

Firemen attempting to fight the 

blaze, which began early Sunday 

morning at "High Clear," Villanova 

I home of John M. Taylor, found the 

roadways impeded by motorists 
who came to watch. At one point 
the hose, connected to a fireplug 
two miles from the house, was cut 
when a passing motorist rode over 
it, and almost an hour was lost be- 
fore another connection could be 
made. 

The fire began shortly before mid- 
night Saturday night. It was 1.10 
A. M. before the fire companies of 
Bryn Mawr, Ardmore, Radnor and 
West Conshohocken were able to 
piece together enough hose to 
reach from the nearest fireplug. 

Fire Marshal Harvey Benson said 
the situation, which aroused wide- 
spread alarm in the district, was a 
police matter, and must be settled 
by the Lower Merior police depart- 
ment. 

The police department, following 
a conference on Monday, said that 
car license numbers had been taken 
and would be checked through Har- 
risburg. 

"In many cases," a police spokes- 
man said, "the numbers will turn 
out to be those of volunteer fire- 
men. They ride in their own cars to 
the scene, and then take up their 
duties with their various fire com- 
panies. So each number will have to 
be checked first with Harrisburg 
and then with all the local fire com- 
panies, to find who had a legitimate 
reason for being on the scene, and 
who didn't. After that, we'll see 
what can be done." 

Taylor, president of the Taylor 
Fiber Company, of Port Kennedy. 
Pa., was visiting his family at their 
summer home in Tuckernuck, 
Mass. The alarm was first given by 
a neighbor. Miss Ann Titus. Since 
it followed an electrical storm, Ben- 
son declared the blaze might have 
been set off by a bolt of lightning.

Main Line Playhouse Follows 
Traditions of Narberth Players 

When the Main Line Playhouse the fun and form a Little Theatre 



opens its 1947-48 season this fall, It 
will have behind it a long tradition 
of successful shows presented by 
its predecessor, the Narberth Play- 
ers, and a quick look backward at 
the Players' achievements would 
therefore seem in order at this 
time. 

The Players disbanded in 1942 
due to wartime conditions and it 
was not until late last spring that 
they reorganized as the Main Lltu 
Playhouse under the leadership of 
a newly elected president, Paul 
Goodyear, of Merion. 

The group first started In 1930 
when members of the Narberth 
Women's Community Club gave a 
play and had a lot of fun doing it. 
They decided if one play was that 
much fun they ought to go on with 



group, and thus the group known 
as the Narberth Players was born. 

The Players opened their first 
season on Friday, November. 13. 
1931, with seventy-one members. 
From then until their final perfor- 
mance, in May, 1942, when the 
group disbanded because of war- 
time conditions, the Players gave 
notable performances each year 
and built up an excellent reputa- 
tion along the Main Line. 

The Players gave three plays a 
season for one night only, during 
the first two years, but by the third 
year the membership had grown to 
163, making it advisable to present 
five plays a season for two nig' ts 
each.

Engineer of Norristown 
Commuter's Train Killed 
In Collision 

Eight Bala-Cynwyd residents and 
one West Manayunk man were in. 
jured ' last Thursday . afternoon, 
when the crowded Norristown lo- • 
cal train on which they were pas- 
sengers, rammed into the tender of 
a steam engine backing down the 
same Pennsylvania Railroad track 
near 30th Street Station.^' 

The engineer of the four-car com- 
muter train, J. D. Klingeman, of . 
Norristown, was crushed to death 
in his telescoped cab, and 17 other 
passengers were also injured in the 
collision which took place at 4.55 
P. M. at the height of the going- 
home suburban rush. 

The accident occurred on a wide 
curve north of the Spring Garde* 
Street Bridge west of the Schuyl- 
ftill, just 12 minutes after the com- 
muter train left Broad Street Sta- 
ion. Traffic on the line was delayed 
more than a half-hour while the 
wrecked cars were being removed. 

The force of the collision obliter- 
ated the first five feet of the steel 
leading car on the commuter train, 
and crumpled the rest of the lead- 
ing end back to the first truck of 
the car, which was jammed into the 
last wheels of the steam engine 
tender. 

The first car was a combination 
baggage-and-smoker type. Other- 
wise the casualty list would un- 
doubtedly have been higher, rail- 
road officials said. 

The injured persons were taken 
to the Presbyterian, Philadelphia 
General and University Hospitals, 
and the 230 shaken but uninjured 
passengers were transferred to oth- 
er trains.

In Delaware Co. Election Case 



Admitting that he had used 
County supplies, facilities and 
personnel in furthering his own 
political campaign for re-election, 
President Judge Albert , Dutton 
MacDade paid $130.83 to the county 
commissioners ir. restitution this 
week. 

MacDade, 76-year-old candidate 
who was repudiated by the Dela- 
ware County Bar Association only 
recently, thus took action to fore- 
stall a suit brought by a taxpayer, 
to restrain him from using County 
facilities, in Media on Wednesday. 

In a special session of court with 
Judge William F. Dannehower, of 
Montgomery Court, presiding, Mac- 
Dade's lawyer, Robert Beatty, 
promised in' his behalf that he 
would no longer use County sup- 
plies to further his own personal 
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political ambitions. 

The action grew out of a Bill in 
Equity introduced by Mrs. Eleanor 
Taylor .Burke, of Rose Valley, who 
asked "that an injunction be issued 
against MacDade, to restrain him 
from the use of stamps, telephones, 
stationery and County personnel in 
the pursuance of his political cam- 
paign. Forestalling the introduc- 
tion into evidence of listed misuses 
of County facilities, MacDade and 
his lawyer took advantage of the 
legal verbiage contained in the 
prayer for injunction, to forestall 
further action. Judge Dannehower, 
declaring that the letter of the law 
had been satisfied and that he 
could see no further evidence of 
danger to the taxpayers, dismissed
